In modern surgery we find 
traces of an accurate science; but 
surgical diagnosticians belong, 
with very few exceptions, to the 
celebrated Guessers Club. Not 
many of them can differentiate be- 
tween a case of appendicitis and 
one of peritonitis, or a cystic tu- 
mor from a cancerous growth. 
size of the patient’s pocket

A 
atient nearly always has 


or a “cancerous 
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growth" and a surgical operation 
is an absolute necessity ; the oper- 
ation is performed and the under- 
taker covers up the job. Sick peo- 
ple should beware of surgical 
guessers. 

There is no "science in medi— 
cine," Not one physician in a 
hundred can tell how any drug 
will act in any given case. Doc- 
tors are proverbially ignorant of 
the histo-chemistry of the human 
body. They have books that say: 
Give calomel, arsenic, cactus, qui- 
nine, etc., when certain conditions 
obtain; but no text book gives de- 
tailed instruction regarding the 
chemical condition of different pa- 
tients, and none that even hints at 
the reason why drugs are not uni- 
form in their action. That which 
seems to help in one case will kill 
in another case that seems to be 
exactly similar. 


Some years ago John Mason 
Good, M. D, F. R. S, said: 
“The effects of medicine upon the 
human system are, in the highest 
degree, uncertain, except, indeed, 
that they have destroyed more 
lives than war, famine and pesti- 
lence combined,” 


Following along the same line 
of thought Sir John Forbes, M. D., 
F. R. S., once physician to Queen 
Victoría, said: "Some patients 
get well with the aid of medicine; 
some without it and still more in 
spite of it," Prof. Alonzo Clark, 
late of the New York College of 
Physicians and Surgeons, said: 
"Every dose of medicine dimin- 
ishes the patient's vitality." Prof, 
Parker, late of the New York 
Medical College, once said: “The 
drugs that are administered for 
scarlet fever kill more patients 
than the disease does.” 
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Glorious — guessers these 
medical doctors! but they have 
such a strong pull on the legisla- 
tors of the land that they have 
laws enacted that shield them in 
their ignorance, and they cannot 
be arrested, convicted and execut. 
ed when they murder innocenti 
men, women and children by ad- 
ministering poison to them, 
“Where ignorance is bliss ’tis fol- 
ly to be wise.”

The trouble is not with the 
remedies; it is found in the abso- 
lute ignorance of the medical 


profession, and the only thing for 
the poor doctor to do is to guess 
and shoot, and in nine cases out 
of ten the remedy shot goes wide 
of the mark. 

Now good people, how many 
self-called doctors do you know 
among Allopaths, Homeopaths, 
Eclectropaths, or any other path, 
who understands the chemistry of 
the human body and the chemical 
constituents of the drugs they ad- 
minister, and can tell what will 
be the consequence when the two 
chemicals unite in the stomach of 
a sick man? 

In coming in close contact with 
doctors of all schools for 40 years, 
and making a critical study of 
them I am forced to confess that 
I do not know of a single one, and 
I do believe with all my heart that 
our legislators would be serving 
mankind in a most acceptable 
manner if they would make the 
administration of poisons, or oth- 
er radically acting drugs, a mis- 
demeanor, punishable by impris- 
onment, banishment or execution, 


; the same as is meted out to other 


rers, until the administra- 
of these so-called “remedies,” 
proven themselves compe- 
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tent, have become experts in the 
science of Histo-Chemistry. The 
guesser may help somebody by 
the administration of a drug; not 
because of his knowledge, but be- 
cause of sheer luck; but he is li- 
able to murder nine other patients 
in the same space of time. 

Of course there is now no tri- 
bunal competent to pass upon the 
qualifications of would-be physi- 


cians, and since, as the celebrated 
physicians whose opinions We 
have quoted in this paper assert. 
Drugs kill more people than dis. 
ease, it is certainly best to elimi- 
nate from the practice of healing 
the administration of drugs i 
every form.
